Approximately 250 FSU students joined tiie ••conspiracy"Saturday afternoon in an uneventful march 
on the federal building in support of the.Chicago "Conspiracy Eight." 

The march, sponsored by FSU Student Mobe, began on Landis Green and ended at the combmalion post 
■ 'tficc-coun house which houses federal offices downtown. Marchers carried signs demanding "Free the 
( nnspiracy Kight" and "Free the People's Lawyers ' (Ji>wn College Ave. 

A contingent from the Tallahassee Malcolm X Liberation Front, based in Frenchiown. carried blue flags 

ith black panthers stenciled in the middle and two students carried Viet Cong flags. 

( Iianiing matchers were Hanked b> unsmiling Tallahassee policemen. Leon County Sheriff Raymond 
lainlui was a silent observer, first on a street corner as the march passed and later standing on the steps of 
le federal building.

Peter Kran/ a 
graduate student from the University of Chicago described conditions 
in Judge Julius Hoffman's court. Kranz attended sessions of the trial (rf 
iIk- cii;ht (later seven) men .iccused of conspiring to cause a riot at the 
l'>(>« Democratic Convention, presided over by Hoffman. 

Prospectiw spectetors, he said, had to ga«wr outside the courthouse, 
often in subzero weathci. two hours before the court convened. 
Protest buttons and books by the defendants were confiscated aiMl 
specutors wen warned not to lean forward, speak, make agns or evm 
"-mile. 

He recalted one occasion when the defcndoits werrai't allowed to go 
the bathroom, "like in grade schoor because HcrfTman said thqr 
had been riHiang restroom privileges. 
He urged students who wanted to support the totalled conspiracy to 

t^uy b(,K)ks written by the defendcnts ("If you can't afford one. take 
one") and "Help your brothers and sisters and build the Woodstoc* 
natKMi." 

I lebcrnian told the crowd, "Hopefully this will be the beginning of a 

nspiracy in Tallahassee, a big conspiracy." Demonstrators cheered.

An unofficial working agreement 
between the adndnistratioii and the Stage 
Riggers Unit)ii. which probably would be 
acceptable to union members, has been 
proposed by university ofBctals, Grayal 
Fan, Local 909 vice president and de facto 
spokesman, said Sunday. 

Farr spoke of the proposed agreement 
during comments on the union's 
unsuccessful attempt Friday to stop the 
iiyrds-Grand Funk Railroad concert. 

"Rigger^nortis" dad not come off as 
members of the two musical groups refused 
to honor the union's picket line and 
performed as scheduled. 

Farr said Dr. Cecil Mackey, executive 
vice president, suggested a written 
agreement whidi woidd be legd despite Oe 
Florida statute wUdi prohibits any state 



agency from negotiating witii a 
i^t-to-stnl« ofganization. 

The agreement would be signed by union 
rei»esentatives who wouldn't be recognized 
in writing as luiion members and a member 
of the administration acceptable to the 
local, Farr said. 

Farr said the local is amenable to 
Mackey's proposal, but hasn't received a 
written copy of the proposed agreement 
and voted on it. 

He said the proposal, which was made 
early last week, shouldn't have been 
jeopardized by the unon's attenqit to stop 
the concert. 

"We ^ke to Mackey before the concert 
and Urid him how oinr members felt rixmt 
the statement by Logan Birdsong." he .said. 
"We explained to him this was why we 
were trying to stop the diow.'

An Undeserved 
Black Eye 

Homecomimg '69 is now being seen in a bad l^t by 
many m e mb er s of the mhenity comnmnity because of 
the administration prepared audit recently released. The 
audit reported several instances in which administration 
and Board of Regents policy was violated and concluded, 
'The fiscal activities rdatii^ to bodgetvy pfqwation aid 
control, record keeping, expenditiures control, and the 
general financial planning and organization of 
Homecoming activities were pooriy managed . . ." 

The audit does point up several occasions when Jack 
Whitley, student chairman of the Homecoming Steering 
CoMnHttee, acted iodiMfeedy, n when he aflowtd 
Homecoming fimds to be u.sed to purchase beer for the 
Gold Key, a men's honorary organization (the 
Homecoming account from which the money was taken 
later was reimbursed), or flagrantly disregarded university 
policy and administrative instructions, as when he made 
fimncW dedrioM wittout consulting faculty 
members of the steering oonmittee. 

But the audit does not examine Homecoming '6^\ 
many aspects and then judge it from an overall perspective 
Rather, it is limited to fiscal activities. This liniitation is 
not understood by most who have heard or read of the 
audit, so Homecoming '69 has been given a condemnatiun 
which it doesn't deaerwe. 

Overshadowed is the significance of this year\ 
Homecoming. For the first time, students played a 
mu^atftA fole-in fact, the leatHng roie-m pbnning and 
conducting the activities. Out of this student invoKcnieni 
came, also for the first time, a dstinction between thox 
activities orienled lowad ahnvH and fliose oriented 
toward students. 

Homecoming '69 was in many ways a complete hriMk 
with the past. The theme. Teace is Relevanl. " lliousli 
perhaps prostituted and trite these days, is a far cry from 
"Focus on State in *68." the I96S Homecoming theme 
And the Pow Wow was the flrst ot a kind for FSl. Thi^ 
nek extravqanza ttmd oat to be Homecoming '69's 
hji^Hglit. 

There can be no condonoig of certain acts by Whitley 
peiatod up in die awfit. i.e.. the beer incident md die 
"personal" Homecoming bank account. (Though we don't 
condone his reluctance to work with faculty and certain 
admmistiatofs. we see it as a natural reaction to previoas 
Homecomings when faadljr. adHinirtmlian, and soB 
completely ran things.) At Ihe wmm time, there can be no 
denymg that Homccom^ '69 waaaignificant, that it was 

To step backwards because certain administrative rules 
were violated-that is to say students botched it. so 
HoM Wf roa ri ng wiB be tamed hmck over to the Office of 
Alumni Affairs and certain administrators is wrong If thi^ 
is being contemplated by die administration, we urge 
njectioiioftteidea.

Gary Smith's article on the r^istraticm conflict has 
shown the problems the administration faces in trying to 
rearrange the schedule. However, I would like to submit 
some alternatives to the "eithCT/or" proposals beug 
offered. 

CouM registration be open during exam week or 

during the last iwo or three days of classes prior to 
finals? The exam week option would allow for less 
crowded conditnns at re^stration, although it would 
require more hours of service (four days instead of two) 
by university personnel. Less crowded conditions would 
hopefully mean faster registration, less waiting in long 
lines. Students usually have to let off steam for an hour 



or two during exams anyway-why not pass the tfane by 

registering? 

"Alas," I hear the student groan, "but what if 1 have a 

registration time just before or during my exaai(s)? fH 
be losing my great chance to get the classes 1 want." 

Is this a valid gripe? Surely the student's case is sad, 
but aren't registration times assigned arbitrarily?

Of the Flamlieau Staff 
liany students don't realize 
that the Media Center offers 
much more than new ID cards," 
said WflUam Quinley, director of 
the center. "We can give 
students films for their class 
pieaentations, projectors and 
screens, free of charge." 

The center has over one-half 
million dollars in films stored, 
and rents them to other 
universities in the state and the 
southeast, Quinley said. The 
center grosses over Si 00 ,000 a 
year from off-campus flbn 
rentals. 

The fibns offered at the 
center range from pollution to 
the population of Africa. A 
oomfl^ filing of mrent films 
is available at the <rfiice in the 
Seminole Building. 

The Media Center also 
operates the carrels in the fourth 
fkx>r of Strozier Library. The 
carrels are separate study booths 
similar to those in use at the 
language laboratory. 

A student can get a tape of a 
professor's lecture, listen and 
take notes from it. If slides are 
used in a course, the student can 
review them in the carrels. 

Quinley reported that many 
faculty members are not aware 
of the carrels. He hopes that, in 
the future, faculty members will 
make greater use of them by 
siAmittiiig tapes of their 
lectures. 

Aking with the carrels and the 
free f9ms, the center is trying to 
compile an exam file, open to 
the whole university. It wouki 
be simflar to exam files 



mamtained by some sororities 
and fraternities. The flies would 
contain exams from professors 
willing to submit their preceding 
quarter's exams. Quinley hoped 
the professors who dislike giving 
out their exms would 
reconsider. 

One long-range plan of th; 
center is a student construction 
room. The room would be 
supplied with stencils, paper, ink 
and other materials used by 
students and faculty in 
constructing visual aids. A room 
is available for the project, but 
there are no concrete plans for 
implementation.

He remarked that a 
similar experiment, conducted at Columbia 
Unnersity last fall, resulted in a severe head 
wound and multiple lacerations for the instructw.

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Cop Stereotype Fading

In an age when many young 
pc<^)ple are becoming increasingly 
alienated from kiw enforcement 
ofTiceTS, moat FSU students 
realize that the image of the 
Campus Security Officer is not 
that of the typkal "cop on the 
beat." 

As a general rule, the word 
"cop" conjures up images ot a 
hi^ adnoMac^.gun-belted 
and somewhat overweight 
middle-aged man. This 
stereotype hardly appUes to 
FSU's lean, gray-iuited security 
ofHcers, most of whom are on 
the uphill side of 30 and many 
of whom have at least some 
coOege experience. In fact, a 
number of the ofTicers are 
themselves, which probably goes 
a long way in explaining the 
good rapport they have with 
most students. 

FSU's canqns cops have 

basically the same functiont as 
municipal police. They are 
charged with enforcing the law 
at FSU which involves such 
things as protecting property of 
both students and the university 
against theft and vandalism. A 
great deal of campus security's 
nnu' IS also taken up making 
sure that the owners of FSU's 
tOjOOO f^gistered motor vdiicles 



observe the univmity's traffic 
regulations. 

According to Campus 
Security's Capt. James Lewis, 
the most common problems 
facing his men today are petit 
larceny and drug abuse. Some 
violence is faced, but relatively 
little as compared to a 
munic^nhty of the same size. 

Lewis went on to say that a 
campus poBce force is a 
relatively new thing at FSU, 
having been established on 
campus only since the 
institution became 
coeducational. 

Prior to World War II, FSU 
(known in those days as Florida 
State College for Women) was 
small and the strkt rules were 
wdl enforced. In addition, the 
campus was sealed off by iron 
9ites wfakh were locked eadi 
night at 6:30. In this settins 
Ihere was no real need for a 
campus security force. 

In the post-war era, FSU, 
having become coeducational, 
was feeling the effects of the 
population explosion brought 
about by the large numbers of 
veterans who attended college 
under the G.I. Bill. With the 
sweUing university population, 
the need for an on-campus 
security force arose. 

According to Lewis, 1959 saw 
the fML major effort to establish 
real campus security forces at 
Florida universities. The State 
I^idatuie authorized campus 



law enforcement and FSU hired 
William Taimer who is currently 
the director of Safety and 
Security here. During the past 
11 years. Tanner has worked 
hard to esUbfidi a professional 
security force.

State Seminole basketball team 
brought home victory number 
23 with a rowing 112-96 win 
over a stubborn Unimfity of 

Miami squad. 

The win, coming in the final 
game of the aeaaoa for the 
Seminoles, moved their record 
to 23-3, a mark never reached by 
an FSU team before. It also 
marked the final game in a Tribe 
uniform for five seniors: Dave 
Cowens, Willie Williams, Ken 
Macklin, Randy Cable, Jan Gies. 

Cowens, having possibly his 
finest game of the season, scored 
a season high, team as well as 
personal, as he was good for 30 
points. He also hauled down 14 
rebounds even tbm^ F^ayii^ 
only 30 miDutes. 
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Four other Seminoles hit in 
double figures. Williams scored 
23 hitting on 9-15 rfiots from 
'he field. Skip Young put in 17. 
Macklin hit 14 and Ron Harris 
rounded out the field of starters 
by carding 12. 

Looking siuggiih throughout 

much of the first half, the 
■Seminoles fell behind early b\ as 
many as five points. The 
Hurricane's hotshot guard, Don 
Curnett had much to do with 
tins early explosion as he 
contributed five of the first 
fifteen Miami points. 

Behind the shooting of 
Cowens, however, tfw Sentinoles 

were able to dissipate that lead 
and shoot out to one of their 
own. After taking control, they 
relinquished it and went into the 
dressing room with a Strong 
51-41 lead. Cowens had sooied 
1 6 points at the break. 

At the beginning of tl» 
second half FSU appeared about 
ready to bust the game wide 
open as they stormed out to a 
23 point leMi witt only four 
minutes gone. But the stubborn 



Hmicues woukl not be denied 
and kept cOBHBgback. 

Led by the shooting of WUlie 
Allen, Miami came back to 
wtthin twelve points as the score 
was 87-75 with 6:48 left to go. 
But a crucial three-point play by 
big COwens assured the end of 
the Hurricane comeback efforts 
and the Seminoles never led by 
less than IS afterwards. 

in Ae last five minutes, 

though, some of the wildest and 
roughest basketball ever 
witnessed was played, and ui one 

instance almost broke into a 
first<lass free-for-all. 

In the course of the fmal 
minutes of the Seminole season, 
three technical fouls, numerous 
personal fouls and an ejection 
took iriace. Hw fint techdcal 
came when Williams, with 
victory already in sight, dunked 
one in his jubilation and that 
cost the Seminoles a free-throw. 

But the other two were more 
than just an accident. With 
about 30 seconds remaining m 
the game and victory totally out 
of reach I or Miami, Allen belted 
Cable as he was driving m for a 
layup, sending him sprawling on 
the floor. ADen was ejected fron 
the game and tacked with a 
technical while Miami coach 
Ron Godfrey was also tadied 
with one for overemphasizing his 
case with the referee. 

Other varied disruptions 
occurred throu^iout the 
contest. The some of 2.300 fans 
in Dinner Key Auditorium 
pasted ju^ement on the refs 
and began throwing paper of all 
forms onto the court. Soon, as it 
is with all Miami home games in 
which the Hurricanes lose, the 
money began flowing - from 
above as one generous group 
began showering the floor with 
coDis. So the rnal 19 leoonds 
was played in a Utzwd of 
debris. 

For the first time this season, 
with the exceptions of the two 
Jacksonville games, the 
Seminoles were out rebounded 
50-44 Allen was the main 
culprit in this department. He 
pulled down 16 as well as 
scoring 29 for the night. Curnett 
ended the evening with 28 
mostly coming from his 
pattented tong jumpers. 

Two other Hurricanes were iii 
double figures: Mike Hustlei 
scored 10 while Robert Nylin 
was good tor 12. 

In the final analysis it was the 
usually devastating Seminole 
press that turned the trick. "Our 
press," said Coach Hi«h 
Durham, "was the difference."

Florida State swimming coach

* addition to qualtfying in the SO,

) 00-yard freestyle (47.8) and as

Both his mdividual marks are 
school records. 

Jerger's rise to ivominence is 
not altogether startling around 
the Tribe's Union Pool complex.

The Atlantic Coast 
Confoenoe begins its annual 
"asvhfal of the fittest" 
basketball tournament 
Thursday to determine its 
champion and its 
standard-bearer, by traditkm, 
wUl perform nobly before 
collapsing in the NCAA finals. 

It's not a happy prospect for 
the winner of the three-day 
ttHDiUBnent at Charlotte, N.C., 
featuring three of the top 20 
teams in the nation, no. 3 South 
Cardma, no. 11 North Carolina 
State and no. 16 North Carolina, 
but the record indicates such a 
£ste. 

The ACC has sent teams into 
the NCAA final rounds in ei^t 
of its 16 years of participation, 
and it has furnished contenders 
seven of the last dg^t years-a 
feat equalled only by the 
UCLA-dominated Pacific 8 
Conference. 

Yet, only once has the ACC 
won the national cage title, that 
by North Carolina's remarkable 
1957 squad that went 32 games 
without defeat. 

Why such a record of failure 
in the nationals from a 
conference gennaBy oonsidaed 
the toughest in collegiate 
basketball (it compiled a 
kqxided 63-21 record agakiat 
outside foes this year)? 

The competitwn, of course, 
has something to do with it -two 
of the losses for the title, by 
Duke and North Cardina, woe 
to UCLA. But many observers 
feel the real villain is the ACC 
Tournament, the start of a 
grueling grind of tournaments in 
as many weeks for the winner, 
who advances to the Eastern 
Regional, and boptfully, to the 
national round. 

The conference is one of the 
few that still stages a

The Eastern is a real dogfight, 
and the ACC champ has been 
thwarted five times in this arena.

MlAMl(UPI) The l ioiida Bnard of Regents 
mounted another assault on governmental 
reorganization Monday, chafing it diluted the 
board's authority and created more confusioa and 
the red tape. 

The board, meeting at the north campus of 
Miami Dade Jtmior College, said the problem could 
('nl>- he solved by legislative aclinn. I'nder 
reorganization much of the board's power was taken 
by the State Cabinet. 

"The higher education process can be directed 
by a non-political body or by a political body." said 
former Chairman Chester H. Ferguson of I jinpii 

"It can't be half run by one board and half run 
by another." He asked that "comptete autonomy be 
vested the Rents'" >>; w j Mmiku IkhIv.

Regent Mayhew W. Dodson of Pensacola opened

The Re^nts discussed Gov. Claude Kirk's budget 
for h»efcg r educatkm for the next academic year.

GRADUATE CUTS 

Chanceltor Robert Mauiz said one of the larger 
mipacts of the cut would be at graduate schools. He 
viid ii could keep nearly 1,300 students from 
attending graduate school next year. 

If tiie legislature goes along with Kirk's budget 
request, the Regents said it could either limit the 
number of new graduate students next year, or 
eliminate some of the graduate programs. 

Dodson said a program cutback would have the 
most serious effect on the new upper division 
univeristies such as Florida International at Miami 
and Florida Atlantic at Boca Raton.

More Volunteer Help Needed 
In Parole and Probation Cases 



Ftorida parole officials, 
speaking at FSU Friday, urged 
more use of volunteer help in 
pwote and probation cases to 
relieve the busy schedules of 
professional counselors. 

Ftorida's program of enlisting 
citizens to help counsel released 
offenders, the first such 
statewide program in the nation 
has involved 2,405 citizen 
volunteers since the program 
started, according to Leonard E. 
Flyiin of the Florida ProbiUion 
and Parole Conunisiion. 

Some gains have already hem 
scored by the program, Flynn 
reported. A survey conducted 
after fiw monAt of ^ 
program's operation showed a 
23 per cent increase in 
participation in vocational 
training fHOgnuns by the 
paroleet and probatioaers 
supervised by the ooranasicm. 

Volunteers were credited with 
this increased interest in 
self ■improvement efforts. 

Professioiial prolwtiaa and 
parole ofiken around the state 



oveiwhdmingly favored the 

program, according to a 
questionnaire distributed to the 
166fiddmen. 

Fljmn saki carefully trained 
and screened volunteers were 
assigned to counsel on serious 
problems, on a one-to-one basis, 
with a probationer or parolee. 

"The volunteer 
ncHi-suliioi itaiau . He 
a meaningful friendship and 
serves as an inspirational 
pmooafity and m ol ivaU a g 
catalyst," Flynn said.

professional, "but they reinforce 
each other and considerably 
enhance the effect iveness of 
casework supervision."

to last Wednesday's Faculty Senate meeting, a 
student with a legitimate complaint of an unjustly awarded 
grade had no system whereby he conid appeal. WiA oidy two 
dissenting votes, the Faculty Senate passed a grade appeals 
system which would "afford an opportunity for a student to 
appeal a grade if he feds that grade wh raequitaMy awarded 
in that it involved a gross ndtation of the instructw's own 
specified grading system." 

Theie hne been o^anestranted two or three students a 
year, by one administrator's admission, who have had 
legitimate reason for complaint over a grade. But even in 
those cases, nodmig coidd be done, because of tfie lade of an 
appeals system. By virtue of the vote cast by the Senate, it is 
certain that the faculty was aware of the need of such an 
appeals system, and they are to be commended for the action 
on behalf of flie amOk mmmmtf of t^udents annuaDy mgmOy 
graded. 

Because of its very nature, the system will undoubtedly be 
subject to some abase by stodents, however, it wfll be up to 
students themselves to weed the abusers from the legitimate 
complaints. As the system is set up, the fu-st to review a 
stndnit*s conqilmt wS be a stndent bond. It is open die 
student board's decision wheOer a case w9 be icferied to a 
departmental committee. 

If Ae stadent beavd tatet its portion Iqjhtily, tiie appei^ 
system would develop into nottaag moie tbm a sounding 
board for students' complaints. An appeab system has been a 
long time in Ae tfioa^ts of tfie administtators,who felt that 
their hands had been tied in grading compfaonts. Widi the 
appeal system now in effect, educators have given the student 
a dumce to ^peal his grade, but left the fate of his appeal 
with ids peers.

Statute of Limitations 



WASHINGTON(UPI>-The Supreme Cotit ruled 5 to 3 Monday that 
youths who refuse to register for the draft are exempt from prosecution 
when they reach then- 23ni birthdays. The government had claimed the 
statute of limitations ran until age 3! 

Chief Justice Warren E. Burger, along with Justices Byron R. White 
and John M. Harlan, dissented with White declaring from the bench the 
decision "represents the kind of ftee-wheding judicial authority that 
courts ought to avoid." 

But the majority ojnnion by Justice Hugo L. BUuk held that 
Congress had specified a five-year sUtute of hmitation in the Selective 
Service law. This means, KKk said, that the government must bring 
prosecution between a youth's 18th birthday when he is required to 
register and his 23rd. 

The govemmoit had dUawd that each day a youth failed to r^ter 
was a new offeoae which oooJd extend the statute of hnutatioas until 
age31. 

The ruUng reversed the 1967 convictkm of Robert I. Toussie of 
Brooklyn, N.Y., who had refused to register for the draft on grounds he 
was a conscientious objector. The indictment came eight years after 
Toussie 's 1 8th birthday. 

The maximum penalty for £uhire to register is five years in prism 
andaSlO/XWrme. 

The ruling did not ipfty to other such draft vMations as refwal to 
report for induction.

'Night of Bayonets' 
One Year Ago Today 

(Sec l.ditoria! on pg. 4 and satire on pg. 2.) 

Denial of recognition of Students lor a Democratic -Society (SDS) by 
the FSU administration resulted m the arrest of 58 students and the 
invasion of the FSU campus by helmeted riot police one year ago 
today Tiic siudc-nis were arrested when they defied a Circuit Court 
iniunctioa prohibiting SDS from meeting in university facilities. A 
meeting was scheduled to hear former SDS national secretary Fred 
Gordon in the Union State Room. 

Ttie injunction and resulting arrests were the cUmax of a controversy 
which ultimately resulted in the resiijnaiu.n of former FSU president 
John C Champion, and in the appomiment of Dr. Stanley Marshall as 

Acting President. , ^ 

The clash between SDS and the FSU administration mvolved 
recognition of the controversial organi/ation. Although SDS was 
granied recognition by Student Senate on three separate oc^sions last 
year, it was vetoed by former vice president for student affairs John 

Arnold. ., , ,, 

■ MarshaD requested the injunction when it became evident that the 
SDS would be meeting in the State Room, despite umversity 
regulations prohibiting nonolTicial campus organizations from using 
university facilities. . , 

Campus Security Chief William Tanner served the mjunction at 
about 8pm About 200 students were in the Stote Room at that time. 
By 8:30, approxrn.atelv ;50 suidcnis had assembled m theunion 
parking lot and along Tennessee Street . 

When some of the students refused to vacate the room, 58 were 
arrested and placed in paddywagons. 

Helmeted riot police, with fixed bayonets, were on campus. When 
the paddywagons left the area, the not p*)lice assembled as a group and 
marched west on Palmetto Drive away trom the students. 

The arrested students were taken to the Leon County Jail. The 
students were arraigned, but have not yet appeared in court 

Hearings were held a month ago on whether or not to make the 
injunction permanent . After hearing the case. Judge Ben "^^^^^ 
he wouW make a decision in the near future. No decision has been 
made so far. 



victims of oppression. "I would 
rather be hated than ignored," 
he said. "At least it takes a 
personal investment to hate 
someone." 

He praised the actions of 
young people and said that 75 
percent of today's young people 
have a conunitment to social 
justice. He said today's youiig 
are not cramming phone booths 
and having panty raids like their 
forefathers but are really sincere 
about what they are doing. 

He asked his white brothers 
to spread the message of the 
black cause. "As of now," he 
said, "they just identify blacks 
and others. It's alwa\s black 
militants and hippies, yippies or 
SDS; it's never blacks and 
whites." He said that if a 
revolution ever did come it 
would be lead by sons and 
daughters of white businessmoi 
who were sick and tired of living 
in a society that is a hypocrisy. 

Rcspondii^ to the familiar 
question from whites, *^e made 
it, why can't they." he said 
nobody liad made it on his own. 
Some people get welfare, others 
get fellowshqis, research grants 
and other subsidies. He also said 
college administrators had 
bioi^t a lot of trouble upon 
thenuehes by waitii^ until a 
situation had deteriorated to tlM 
point of oonfirontation before 
tryii% to fmd out what the 



blacks need. 

The same, he said, was true of 
the federal govonment and the 
argument of commuiiist-ins{Mred 
conspiracy is absurd. "No 
agitator had to come over and 
teU a black mother that a rat had 
just bitten her child," he said. 

In addition to defining racism 
as meaning mudi more than 
killing and name-calUng but 
being much more subtle and 
devastating, he expressed much 
less concern about Lester 
Maddox and the more vocal 
racists than about the less vocal 
ones. * 

When asked if he felt blacks 
should take reprisals against 
whites. N nung said, "Deliniiely 
not i !) vvhites have had this 
type of value system for years 
and if it was so good we 
wouldn't be in the situation 
we're in. Bh^ks should have no 
desire to make the same 
mistake." 

He told his audience of 
approximately 250 that 
President Nixon was listening to 
one group of advisors who are 
really bad news for blacks. He 
said that although Nixon'y 
course of action was very 
politically expedient it was a 
very dangerous one also. 

To the black youth he said, 
"I think it is good for white kids

The idea isn't as far fetched 
as some might think. No other 
slugger has been in a better 
position to try. 

The Atlanta Braves 
outfielder, with SS4 home runs 
in 16 major league season, is still 
\tiO away from Ruth's career 
total of 714. But, Aaron, who 
turned 36 four weeks ago, is 
nly 1 1 befaiml Rirth's pue ata 
Minilar age. 

The Babe played until he w» 
40 Con-sidering the great 
physical shape he's in, there's no 
reason Aaron can't do the same. 

"I certainly feel pretty 
good," Aaron said. "Sure my 
leps take \onfC'. n u'liie ariiund 
than they did wiien 1 was 
younger, but you've got to 
expect that. I .ilwjys fry to pace 
mysell. Barruig injury, there 
should still be some good years 
ahead."

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Senate to Discuss 
'Secret War'? 

WASHINGTON (UPl)-Sen. George S. Mc<Jovern, D-S.D., Tuesday 
called for a doaed Senate session to discuss what he called America's 
"Secret War" in Laos. 

But Senate Democratic Leader Mike Manstield showed no 
enthusiasm for the proposal and Sen. George D. Aiken, R-Vt., ranking 
GOP member of the Foreign Relations Committee, said increased 
Communist activity in Laos indicated decreased Communist military 
operations in South Vietnam. 

Sen. J. William Fulbright, D-Ark., chairman of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, said the Senate rmA be consulted on the Laos situation 
because "the goTernment may soon have to decide whether to go all the 
way in Laos or get out." 

He agreed with lloGo¥ein that Coflgiress shouM be told of the extent 
of U S involvement in Laos and said "never again" should the United 
States be drawn into a war without the Senate knowing full details. 

"The seciet wv we are waging in Laos is repugnant to the principles 
and security of a free society." McGovem said in a Senate speech. "It is 
absolutely incredible that a great nation such as ours coidd be waging a 
major military operation in a foreign country without the knowlci^ of 
either citizens or its congress, but that is the fact." 

Defense Secretary Melvin R. Laird has denied on several occasions 
ihat U S. military personnel are involved in ground fighting in Laos. He 
had insisted that American military action is confined to military 
advisers and aerial reconnaissance, with permission for pilots to return 
hostile fire.

Student Aid 
Study Report 

The House Hi^ier Education Connnittee 
heard Tuesday a report on the current and 
projected conditions of student financial 
aid programs in die state's poUic ande» 
private colleges and univefstties and public 
junior colleges. 

The report, ^ibnutted by a tadc force of 
the College Entrance Examination Board, 
found ttiat during the 1970-71 school year 
a d^dt of $39.5 miMoa in atndeat ad 
resoiuves wID be experieBoed by Florida 
schools. 

The task force estimated the total 

^dent financial aid need to be S71 miUion 
next year while only $31 million wfll be 
avaSaUe. This figure inchides monies from 
various schotarship, grant, and loan 
programs sponsored by the state and 
federal governments and private sources. 

The report goes further estimating that 
with increased enrollments, concentrated 
among students from low-income families, 
a totd of S104.2 milUon will be needed for 
aid programs by 1974-75. Without 
additional aid programs the unmet student 
fmancia] need wil rise to a knfti of $72.7 
mfllion by that year. 

The report was commissioned by the 
State Departaient of Edocation under a 
mandate for a comprehensive study of the 
student assistance by the 1969 session of 
flie legisbtnre.

FDA Requires Warning 
Leaflet on The Pill' 

WASHINGTON (UPl>-The Food and Drug Administnitioa (FDA) 
said Wednesday it wili sooo require drug maniifartuim to {dace a 
government written warmng Of poMfcte Inifh toaniaiB way package 
of birth control piils. 

Sen Gaytord Ndson. (pmB.), taOtd the dedaoa » wrfriti on of 
his Senate suait binmess subcommittee't ooatnneniti benigt od the 
piL 

He said the 85 miffioo women who t^ the pil wffl be able to learn 
of the risks from the required pamphlet. He said two-thirds of the 
nation's doctors fail to mention these hazards when prescribing oral 
contraceptives. 

Dr. Charles C. Edwards, FDA commissioner, told a hearing before 
Nelson's subcommittee that the leaflet wiD be required, perhaps within 

two months. 

The 700-word draft sutcment he proposed says women with serious 
liver desease, cancer of the breast, other cancers and vaginal bleeding 
should not take the pil! and women with kidney disease, asthma, high 
blood pressure, epilepsy, fibroids of the uterus, migraine headaches, or 
mental depression slicHild take it under ''special supervision." 

It says reactions from the pill may include blixid clots, mental 
depression, swelling, skin rash, jaundice, increased blood pressure, 
increased st^ content in theblood, headaches, nervousness, dizziness, 
fat^ue, backache, char^ in appetite and aex drive, pain when 
urinating, growth of more body hair, nei v Dusaes s and ioitabflity. 

"Scientists know the hormones m the pii hne caused cancer in 
animals, but they have no proof that the |mO ctmn cancer in humans," 
the leaflet adds. 

Edwards said he decided to require the leaflet because "I have come 
to the conclusion that the information being supplied to the patient. . . 
is insufficient." 

Edwards added that the FDA's position on oral contraceptives is that 
they "are an effective and safe method for buth control, but as with 
other potent dn^ have bothcoBtn inilicrtlnni. ade cfiiBcts aad 
complications." 

He did disck>se that 15 deaths from blood clottiiig aaodattd with 
the piD were reported to the . ' \ ;i July 1 and Dec. 31, 1969.

If the weather is good, 
millions of Americans alunj; the 
eastern seaboard will have ttieir 
last chance in the twentieth 
century to watch a total eclipse 
of the sun at noon on Saturday. 
March 7. This spectacular 
friienomenon is caused wiien the 
moon passes directly across the 
solar disc. At its average distance 
from the earth, the moon 
appears to have the same relative 
diameter as the much larger but 
more distant sun. 

The longest posable time t 
total eclipse can last is seven and 
a half minutes, but most are 
much shorter. The March ecttpse 
will last from one and a half lo 
three minutes ot totahty ai 
different points along the central 
line of its path The mid-eclipse 
in Boston will achieve 96 
percent totality. 

Adequate eye protection is 
necessary in eclipse watching in 
3rder to prevent permanent 
damage to the eyes from the 
sun's radiation. The eyes must 
be protected not only from the 
familiar visible radiation but also 
from the invisible nhravMet and 
infrared radiation Even brief 
exposure to UV and IR radiation 
can cause damage without 
immediate awatenesa of any 
physical discomfort. 

Most of us can remember the 
childhood fun of using a 
nngnifying gten to focus the 
sun's rays and bum holes in 
pieces of paper -a good 
illustration of how the sun can 
burn To Iwk at the sun through 
an\ 'ipiKal instrument, even the 
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finder of your camera, cam bum 
your eyes and cause blindness. 
This is how Galileo is reputed to 
have ruined his own eyes and 
how many others have done 
since.

The Society for the 
Prevention of ^dnns 

recommends no direct viewing 
of an echpsc. The only 
recommended way to view the 
eclipse is indirectly. Take two 
pieces of white cardboard and 
make a pinhokl in one Then, 
with the sun at your back, focus 
the eclipse image through the 
pinhole board onto the scct)nd 
cardboard. The size ot the image 
can be changed by changing the 
distance between cardboards. 
This method is especially 
recommended for grott|M of 
children or young people who 
should be under close 
supervision while viewing the 
eclipse. Most burns seem to 

occur in the eyes of young 
persons, especially boys between 
(he ages of nine and IS. who are 
not readily unpressed by the 
necessity of elaborate 
precautions. 



Traditionally, exposed 

photographic film, smoked glas 
and colored paper have been 
toed for eclipse watching. But, 

because these filters ciin var\ mi 
widely m the amount ot light 
and infrared radiation they allow 
to reach the eyes.theySHOULD 
NOT be used unless there is 
some way of measuring their 
effectiveness. For this eclipse, 
safe practice suggests that you: 

- DO .NOT look directly ai 
the sun with the naked eye 
during either partial or total 
phases of the solar eclipse 

-DO NOT use blackened 
color film as a filter for direct 
viewing The blackness of the 
film IS simply dye density, not 
metallic silver denaty-fiitration 
is not adequate. 

-DO NOT use gelatin neutral 
density fillers for direct viewing 
Gelatin filters transmit harmful 
IR radiation. 

-DO NOT use neutral dcnsiiy 
filters for direct viewmg even if 
the density is greater than six 
The sun can bum a hole ihnnid! 
the filter and damage your eyes 
in a friction of a second. 

DO NOT take pictures 
through processed photographic 
film.

Roy J. Ingham, associate 
professor of adult and 
continuing education, is glad- 

The cormection ' It was Dr. 
Ingham who wrote the letter to 
the grand jury foreman which 
brought the indictment against 
Ball after Prosecutor John Rudd 
refused to prosecute the 
failure-to-yield charge. 

Rudd based his decision not 
to prosecute Ball because the 

case would be the trooper's 
word against Ball's. The trooper 
had to steer his patrol car off the 
road to avoid a collisioo with 
Ball in January. 

Dr. Ingham felt thoe were 

two moral issues at stake with 
Rudd's decision not to 
[sosecute. **The morale of the 
state highway patrol," he said 
was one consideration. The 
other issue, he said, was the 
seeming partial implementation 
of justice. 

"I knew I wasnttheoidy one 
who felt this wiqr,** he said 
dmut Rudd's decision not to 
prosecute. After talking the case 
over with several of his 
colleagues, he wrote to the grmd 
jury foreman. 



Ingham said he was voicing a 
grievance to the grand jiuy of 
the partial influence of ju^ce.

The Draft And Deferments 



confittion, and 

misinformation characterize 
most young men's knowledge of 
the Selective Service System. 
One of the most prevalent 
beliefs is the myth that 
"everyone has to go sometime." 
This is a pitch commonly made 
by military recruiting officers in 
an attempt to fill their montidy 
quotas. Hie facts, however, do 
not support this n^gnment. 

A study released in 1966 by 
the Department of Defense 
levelled thit only 52 peioent of 
the 26-year-olds intovieiwd had 
seen military duty of any kind. 
Among the coDege graduates, 
only 40 percent had worn a 
uniform. On Nov. 30, 1969, 
there were 21 million eligible 
men registered for the draft. Of 
this nnnber 7.1 million (33.6 
percent ) weie cnher on active 
duty or had completed their 
service. Nearly SO percent of all 
r^istrants (10 million) held 
deferments which made their 
induction higMy unl&ely. 

Despite cries of a manpower 
shortage, the SSS is faced will, 
an unprecedented number of 
potential draftees. The children 
of the post-war "baby boom" 
.lie iu)w coming of age. To 
maintain tiie current strength in 
Vietnam, the arriMd forces need 
fewer than half of the available 
draft-age men. The Department 
of Defense has estimated that in 
a post-Vietnam situation fewer 
than one -seventh of the eligible 
men will have to be drafted. 

In the light of these facts it is 
surprising to learn that the SSS 
is having difficulty filling itb 
quotas under the lottery system 
of sriection. The mi^ reason 
for this difficulty is the generous 
deferment policy which has been 
in effect since the end of the 
Korean War. MiUions of young 
men have legally escaped 
military service Wy qmHyajg for 
defermeats. 

There are three main types of 
deferments which will enable 
yonag men to successfully avoid 
the draft: physical, 
occupational, and dependency. 
The student deferment only 
pottpoaes the draft since it 
expires upon leaving school. 

More than 5.5 million men are 
currently deferred for physical, 
mental, or moral leaaoos. The 
more serioudy handicapped are 
classified IV-F, whfle those

Coafilioiis iridch are not 
obvkws require a sUteroent 
from a physician static the 
nature of the problem and the 
ways in which it would interfere 
with mihtary training. In 
addition to those physically 
unfit, those considered morally 
unfit (e.g. Arte Guthrie) will also 
be deferred. Usually this means 
that a num who has been 
convicted of ■ fdooy wffl not be 
inducted. 

Another mqor source of 
deferments is an occupation 
considered to be "vital to the 
national health, safety, and 
interest." The interpretation of 
this vague clause is left in the 
hands of the members of the 
local boards. Since no two 
boards react the same, no one 



can be g u ar ant eed of receiving 

an occupational -deferment. At 
the present, one of the most 
commcm critical occiipntiaiis is 
teaching. (Graduate assistants 
are not considered teachers.) 
People working in highly 
technical defense industries can 
iMu^ be deferred. Goverameot 
employees in many capwities 
can also gain deferments. Many 
farmers ate eh^le for 
occupational deferments as are 
apprentices. Tool and die makers 
can escape the draft, but poets 
cannot. Policemen and firemen 
are also eligible for deferment. 
Full-time ministers and divinity 
students are exempt from the 
draft. 

The third aajoi category of 
deferment is the dependency 
classification. Two conditions 
constitute dependency: 
fatherhood and harddiip. All 
men who are fathers or 
expectant fathers are entitled to 
a ID-A classification if they have 
not had a student defi^nwm 
since June 30, 1967. All men 
who have requested a student 



deferment since that date have 

automatically lost their rights to 
a fatherhood deferment. The 
depeadmgr catagosy niao 
mcludes those men whose 
induction would cause an 
"extreme hardship" upon those 
who are physically or finandally 
depoident upon than. An 
applicant for this classification 
must be able to show that if he 
were drafted, no other sowce of 
support is available, and that his 
family would not be able to 
subsBt on his military pay. 

A small number of men 
qualify for an exemption from 



the draft as "sole survivh« 

sons." If a registrant is the only 
son in the family and a member 
of his iimiediale fimfly (father 
or brother) has died in military 
service or as a result of a 
service-incurred ii^ury or 
disease, then he is «ititled to a 
IV-AdassifkatfcMi. 

These are the major types (rf 
deferments whkh will enable a 
man to tmM the dMft. 
Subsequent articles will discuss 
two other alternatives to 
military service: conscientioi|s 
objection and emigration 
Cuiada.

As the season drew near, most 
suspected something was 
cooking jast by looking at the 
names Coach Hugh Durham had 
puHed in from around the 
country. There was Larry Gay, a 
high school All-America from 
WiiKiiester, Ky., Reggie Royals, 
a two-time All-America from 
White ville, N.C.. and Ron King 
and Otto Petty, a pair from 
Central High School in 
Louisville, Ky. King and Petty, 
both All-Americas, had been 
playing together since their 
childhood and dedded to stay 
together wfam they came to 
FSU. 

In their flrst game with 
Okaloosa-Walton JC the show 
had just begun as the frosh 
stomped OWJC 98-62. In that 
one Kmg began in a blaze of 
glory with a 40 point 
performance. It was only the 
first of many great showings for 
the freshman from Kentucky. 

The second game against 
Chipola JC was even more of a 
rout as the Sendiridtes waltzed in 
to the tune of 124-94 King 
broke the all-time Tully Gym 
scoring record with 44 points 
that evening. 

It wasn't l<Mig, however, and 
that record was down the drain. 
After tyii% the mark again 
against North Florida JC, King 
came back to break his record of 
one week in the next game 
against Pensacola JC. With 46 to 
his aedit, Ron led the frosh to a 
108-84 win over the Vikings. 

This was the point in the 
season when the opposition 
began giving special attention to 
King on their defensive plans, 
and Ron s scormg barragesj shrank 



as the averages of the other 
starting four b^an to take up 
the slack. In their next outing, 
once again against Chipola, the 
frosh took a 93-74 win with 
King "only" scoring 32. But 
Cay and Royals hit 16 and 
22 respectively to bring victory 
home again for the Seminoles. 

The next two contests were 
breathers against Albany Navy 
and Pensacola Nav>. In the 
Albany game. Royals turned out 
to be the big gun as he popped 
in 33 points and equalled that 
total of rebounds, the latter 
total being a new Tully Gym 
record. For the second straight 
game King scored 32. The final 
was 1 15-68. 

.Against Pensacola it was the 
same story as Royals played 
another strong game and Gay 
had his best game of the season 
with 28 points. The Seminoles 
belted the Goshawks l(»-84 
with King picking up 29. 

The flrst taste of defeat came 
at the Techdome in .Atlanta, Ga 
as the Georgia Tech freshman, 
with what many peof^ thougjit 
was a little help from the 
referees, downed fSU 99-75. 
Ron King was once again the 
high scorer with 27 for the 
evening, but the loss left the 
frosh with a bitter taste in their 
mouths that never left them 
until their fmal game of the 
season. 

Getting back on the wirming 
side of the ledger, the young 
Seminoles knocked off North 
Ftorkla JC and St. Johns River 
JC on sttcceasiw weekends. Ron 
King had the greatest scoring 
night in the history of a 
Seminole bauketbaO player at he 
put in 52 points in the 128-103 
triumph over NFJC. Gay's 24 
and Royals' 21 helped, but Petty 
also ixmtrl>ated greatly with 16 
assists. 

St. John's game was just 
another runaway 97-66. Royals 
had his best night of the year as 
he scored 43 and once again 
broke his own rebounding 
iKOfd with an effort of 34. 

Then ak»g came Lake City

FBI Arrests Eleven 
In Sports Syndicate

Goldstein 
NEW YORK (UH)-Eleven 
men including four New York 
Stale police troopers and an 
alleged Mafia flgiue were 
arrested Thursday by the FBI, 
breaking up a multi-niillion 
dollar interstate syndicate 
handling bets on baseball, 
toot ball, horse races and other 
sports events. 

Daniel P. Holbnan, head ot 

the FBI force that has been 
working on the case since last 
September, said the arrests on 
bribery and interstate gambling 
diarges represented a stunning 
blow to gambling in the 
metropolitan area and could 
have "knocked it out" in 
suburban Westchester and 
Rockland Cnunt-.es. 

it was the biggest crackdown 
since former pitching great 
Jerome "Dizzy" Dean and five 
others were named as 
co-conspirators Feb. 24 m a 
tt-dcral indictment in Detroit 
that charged 10 other men with 
gambKi^ conspiracy. The 
government also is still 
investigating alleged bookmaking 
activities in Fimt. Mich., said to 
be a separate operation involving 
aispended Detroit Tiger pitcher 
Denny McLain. 

Those arrested in New York 
included state police Lt. Charles 
Curico. Lou Sabatini and 
Vincent Malavarco, for whom no 
ages or home addrenes were 
given by the FBI. Hoiiman laid

The arrested mafia figure was

Hofanan said the Iwro of the 
roundup was Joseph F.Col%an, 
a senior investigator of the New 
York State Police who 
infiltrated the syndicate, 
organized gambling operations, 
and accepted a S 1 ,000-B-ffl(Mith 
bribe not to raid wire rooms and 
horse parlors. Colligan reported 
that Vanano loid him the state 
police lieutenant, Cassino, had a 
financial interest in one 
gambling (ipcration . 

Hoiiman said the entire 
operation woidd be presented to 
a federal grand jury because 
Colligan reported payoffs made 
to public officials.

Student Affairs Changes up to New Veep

Acting Vice President Robert 
Kimmel confirmed Friday 
speculation that any major 
reorganization of the Division of 
Student Affairs will be left up to 
the pernunent vice preadent for 
student afGurs. 

Kimmel, in a presentatioa to 
the diviaon staff of plans for his 
interim service as he«i of the 
division, promised nu major 
reorganization. "I plan to 
fiffictioB withm the existing 
organizational structure," he 
said ui a prepared statement. 

He said he will pve top 
priority to gathering information 
which the permanent vice 
preridet wfl need "in order to 



make sound decisions affecting 
our future." 

President Stanley Marshall, in 
announcing the resignation uf 
Vice President John Arnold in 
January, said the division would 
undergo an extensive study and 
hinted it would be reorganized 
before a successor to Arnold was 
named. 

Division staff had speculated, 
however, that Marshall would 
leave reorganization up to his 
new vice president. 

Apparently the new official 
will take over July 1 when 
Kimmel's interim term otds. 
Karnne! told his staff Friday 
that a search committee of 12 
students and facuhy to review 
candidates for the position has 



been appointed by Marshall. 
Names of the jnembers of the 
committee will be announced 
shortly, he said. 

Kimmel said the gathering of 
information for the permanent 
division head will take three 
forms. First a systems analysis of 
each department will be initiated 
"which wai evahiate the extent 
to which objectives are obtained 
and our resources are utilized." 

The analysis wiD be "a means 
to assist in the justification of 
services and activities which we 
presently perform and an 
evaluation of our effectiveoea," 
he said. 

Second, a program planning 
and budgeting system will be 
designed. Cmnraonfy known as 



PPBS, the system is a calculation 
of how much eaA service 
provided, by an organization 
costs, i.e., each session between 
students and stafT ui the 
Counseliqg Center. 

The system will measure 
"actual achievement against the 
standard of the ^tproved 
progratiB," Kimmel said. It wiD 
enable the administration "to 
define more clearly specific areas 
needing sappcMrt, and thus to 
pursue more effectivdy the 
purposes and objectives of the 
institutions." 

Effective July 1, the eatiie 
academic s^ment of the 
university will be under PfBS. 
Third, Kimmel said a data 
wifl be 



designed to analyze such aspects 
of the division's activities as 
student contacts, student 
incidence of visit and 
professional diapioas or 
disposition. 

He said the instrument wfll be 
patterned after a system 
developed for the HeaHh Center 
by Dr. Ruas Geirtry, former 
director of the center. 

Kimmel also outlined seve^il 
experiments in student housng 
to be conducted by the division. 
Two residence haBs, as yet 
unselected, will operate with a 
coitiaiized houtny program ^ 
totally under the sqpervinon d(

The board last Wednesday chose former Broward Junior College 
newspaper editor Robert hraser to succeed Raniire/. Fraser has never 
served on the Alligator and staff members say they 've never met luni 

"Members of the board say they want to bring in "new blood," 
Ramirez said by telephone yesterday. "I think new blood should be 
injected into the system and allowed to work up the heart ." 

The staff, he said, "has voted to refuse to serve if anyone i 
appointed editor who has not had experience on the paper." 

The Publications Board meets again tonight and is scheduled i' 
discuss a letter from Ramirez aiticising procedures used at last week 5 
meeting. 

Ramirez contends the original vote in favor of Fraser is invalid 
because one member was kept from voting by the chairman and the 
chairman himself voted. a)ntiary to board policy. 

Journalism senior Leshe Perry was excluded from the vole Ramirez 
said, because Board Chariman Hugh Cunningham, Jr., a journalism 
professor, ruled she was not qualified to vote. He based his ruling on 
Miss Perry's absence from two prior meetings when candidates for 
editor were interviewed, Ramirez said. 

The officBl record of the meeting says she "left the room" during 
iiie vote. 

Ramirez contends this isn't st) and Cunningham had no right to 
abridge the votu% power of a board member . 

Ctmnin^am also cast the decidbq; vote after the rest of the board 
split over whether to appoint Fraser. 

According to Ramirez, board poUcy states, "The board cliairman 
shaD call and preside at all meetings and shall exercise his vote, except 
hiring appointment and removal proceedtagsof student editors." 

"I'm not arguing about whether Fraser is or is not qualified." 
Ramirez said, "but it is not proper to bring a non statT member in as 
ditor. The editor should work his way up through the staff and anyone 
ho is a full-time student can join the staff."

Four Sigma Phi Epsilon fntemity members, 
who allegedly stole an estimated 15,000 
Flambeaus from news racks Fd>. 9, were anaigned 
Thursday ni^ m Honor Court Dhriskm II. 

The defendants were advised of the charges 
against them and waived rights to an 
ad mini sti a t iw heuiog, wiikli would haw caawvid 
the case from the Honor Court. 

A motion for consolidation of the four cases 
made by defense counsel Ronald GoUer was 
panted. Goller later entered pleas of not guiUy for 
his dients on four counts of vtoiating FSU penal 
codes. The four fraternity members are charged 
with theft, conspiracy, desttuction of property 
and attempting to commit a ddHierate decqitkMi. 

Trial dates will be set following a hearing April 
9 for any motions in the case filed by April 12.

Laos Disclosures 
Ordered by Nixon 



WASHINGTON (L'PI) -President Nixon, 
accused in the Senate of being less than honest 
about U.S. invoWement in Laos, Monday ordered 

■'m! jII American casualties in interior Laos be 
listed separately from those in South Vietnam. 

"The President has ordered that any casualties, 
which result from hostile enemy action, of U.S. 
personnel stationed in Laos will be reported," said 
the White House in a statement. 

But it said casualties resulting from protective 
reaction missions along the South Vietnam and 
Laotian border, and involving MS. personnel 
"conducting operations in South Vietnam, will 
continue to be reported as a part of the South 
Vietnam casualties." 

The presidential order came after charges that 
Nix(Mi was not tellmg the whole truth about U.S. 



involvement in Laos and disclosure that one U5. 
Army advisor and 26 American civilians had died 
there due to "hostile ground action." 

In his statement on Laos Friday, Nixon said "no 
American stationed in Laos has ever been killed in 
ground opoations." The White House, however, 
confirmed over the weekend that the American 
advisor, an Army captain, and the civilians had 
been kflled, btrt not as a result of Amniom 
combat action. 

Alan Cranston, 0-Calif., said Monday a number 
of Americans t<4d hira they were seat into Laos 

from South Vietnam with instructions to say "tl»t 
tliey got lost" if they were captured. 

Cranstmi and Sen. Stuart Symington, D4iif., 

accused President Nixon of not telling the whole 
truth about U.S. involvement in Laotian fighting.

The history of the day, which was fiiunded by the Congress of 
Socialist Women in 1910, will also be reviewed, a spokesman for the 
group saki. 

The meeting will begin at 8 p.m. in Ruge Hall, 655 W. JeffcnOB. 

International Women's Day was Sunday, March 8. 

When it was celebrated in 1909, U.S. Socialist Party organizations 
held a mass meeting of 3,000 workers in New York City. The issue of 
the day was a demand that women be given the right to vote. 

In 1914, Women's Day demonstrations in Germany centered around 
protests against World War I and a condemnatitn of the arrest of 
revolutionary socialist leader Rosa Luxemburg. 

In 1917, March 8 (Feb. 23 by the old Russian calendar) was the day 
that Russian women textile workers struck, setting off a wave of strikes 
that culminated in the Februny rerohrtkm. 

In modern times, the focus of interest for International Women's 
Day is Cuba, where meetings are held to express soUdarity with the ^ 
intematioaal strug^ of women, particuhurly Vietnamese wonm.

They Shoot Horses, Don't They?

Often times, in an attempt to discover the cenUal idea of a movie, 
the viewer may become confused by the setting. Of course it is not 
right to say that setting is not important to the film (for instance, in 
"Easy Rider" the setting was all-important) but in many cases, tlie 
setting of a film may be so recent and so personal to the viewer that the 
theme of the film may be lost in personal feelings. 

Set in the later days of the Hoover administration, during a dance 
marathon, "They Shooi Horses, Don't They?" is the type of movie 
where the setting could easily be confused with the theme. 

I feel it would be all too easy for those who have lived throii^ the 
depression to view this movie as being nothing more than a 
documentary of those hard times. Then, seeing the outcome of the 
show, say to themsehes: "Wdl, now my kidsTl know that 1 hved 
through hell and made it on my own. Maybe now tfaeyH af^ciate 
what they've got." 

I'm not saying that the depression wasn't hell on earth; you don't 
have to live through it to know that it was. But. to dismiss thss movie as 
nothing more than a glimpse uito the past that makes us minJlul of our 
prosperity is a serious mistake. 

The depression years and the dance marathon in "Thev Shoot 
Horses" are merely a framing device for the idea of the movie. As m 
' It..." where the boy's school in England was a microcosmic 
representation of society, the dance marathon m this movie is merely a 
compacted representation of life itself. 

The contest is a perfect outUne for the American way of Ufe. The 
contestants struggle to keep moving and wn the grand prize (SISOO for 
the winning couple) and the weaker ones break whffle the stronger ones 
keep going. 

The marathon includes all the trials and joys of life. There is love, 
hate, jealousy, competitwn, sex. you name it-all the thk^ etdt oat of 
us faces in our lives. And sitting above all that is the idea that if you're 
strong enough, if you've got enough guts, you win the prize. In essence, 
the marathon is the personification of the American Dream. 

The point of the movie, however, is not who wins the prize. The 
point is the prize itself and its vahie. It should be dear immediately that 
S 1 500 was a hell of a lot of money in 1 930, but also that the futility of 
the American Dream comes throng when the promoter telb Jane 
Fonda th^ if Ae wte. her food, laundry, and housing bOls for the 
duration of the cmtest will be subtracted from her winnings. Hence, 
the futility of the muathon, the American Dream, and Ufe itself. 
Tecfaoicaiiy ipeaidng. I found two poinls to qaMttai. At one potat

devoid ol liie Biblical God." 

In a second book. The 
Religious Imaginatiwi," Dr. 
Rubensteoi applied the insights 
of psychoanalysts to rabU^ 
materials. His latest wmk is 
"Morality and Eros" in whkh he 
lays out the actuahties of radical 
theok>gy for the world of today. 

Dr. RnbeaaleiB arid, "I fed 
that our culture has, in its 
voyage into the secular city, k>st 
touch with the nnomacioiis 
eqwciaOy those rituals which 
will allow us to come to terms 
with where we are in life. 1 have 
tried to offer a theology whkh 
contains mystical, pagan, and 
psychoanalytical elements as 
what I believe to be a tenabk 
Jewish theology after 
Auschwitz, in the Ham of the 
death of God."

Services will be discussed. Are there some 
jitvantages found in enlistment not louiid in the 
haft? Is enKniiig better than being drafted? I'll 
sent the facts, you draw your own conclusions, 
l et's say you enlist in the Army.

Army enlistment terms range from two to six 
irs These terms ol active duly offer you ihe 
purtuniiy to choose the amount of lime you 
ish to spend m the reserves, for the more time 
III on active duly Ihc less iinie spcni in the 
serves, if you spend three or tout years on active 
uiy. yoa wffl have no Ready Reserve obligi.tion. 

You will be in a Standby Reserve status which is 

vutually just being on the roll books. 
Yob may enfiit for a two-year tour of active 



duty. If you choose to do so, your obligation is 
exactly like that of a draftee and you have no 
chok:e of training. A longer tour of active duty 
entitles you to assignment in j service school of 
your choice providing you meet the requirements 
and the quotas are available. Getting the school 
you want is an important factor in your service 
life, for there are over iOO career fields to choose 
from which will be useful to you when you return 
to civilian life. You have the choice of how fc>ng 
you want to spend on active duty and in the 
reserves and what type of training you receive. 
These you do not have as a draftee. But the [jS. 
Army is only one service and it offers its own 
programs Let"s nt)w take a look at the Other 
services and see what they have to offer. 

If your aspiratk>ns favor duty on the sea, the 
Navy or Coast Guard might be the best service for 
you. Navy enhstmenl lerms are normally for four 
or six years (you have no ready reserve obUgitiOB 
in the four-year program and no reserve obUgation 
at all in the six-year tour). You are guaranteed 
your own cht)ice of service school training; as 
ahvays, you must meet requirements and there 
must be a need in the service. The Coast Guard 
enlistinent is for four years on active duty with no 
active reserve time obligation. Outstanding 
recruits, those who finish high in their basic 
training course, are allowed their choice of 
assignment. (Note: you may have only one 
dependent to be eligS>le for this program.)

The Outsider 



Tlie University of Florida ADigator. sister paper to the 
Fianibeau if you please, and one of tlie better college 
daffies in the southeast, b in the midst of a crisis wiridi 
could destroy the paper as it is presently constituted. 

Last week the UF Board of Student Publications 
selected Robert Fraser, who has had no previous 
experience with the Alligator, as its editor for next 
quarter. In selecting Fraser. the board rejected, among 
others. Miss Carol Sanger, present executive editor of the 
p^lKf and a long-time staff menriwr. 

The board also was to select a managing editor. 
However, after the selection of Fraser was announced, four 
individuals-aO pfcamt rtaffiera-wvare oflieKd Ae job. but 
refused it. .\nd now the .Alligator staff has voted to realga 
en masse if the selection of Fraser is allowed to stand. 

The <^ip(Mition to Fhoct is not because of percehed 
lack of personal qualifications. Fraser isn't new to 
journalism. He is a senior, nuyoring in it and has worlced 
fat tile AsBodated FtesB. While witt AP, he corned Oe 
RepuUican National Conventiim ui 1968. Rather, he is 
opposed becrase he is an outsider and was selected over an 
experienced Affigator staffer who, over the years, has 
gained the trust and respect of her fellow staffers. 

Not only is Fraser lacking experience on the UF pa|icr, 
he is unknown to most of the present staff. 

There are advantages and disadvm^ges to the selection 
of an outsider The most obvious advantage is that it 
injects new blood. If a different outlook, a different 
editorial policy is desired, the board, which has criticized 
the editorial slant of the .\lligator. can take deliberate 
pains to select as editor someone with the desired outlook. 
Tlus probably was tiie case with tiie selection of Fraser. 

But the disadvantlfes are many. An outsider isn't 
familiar with the 0]iention of the paper, which without a 
doubt has its pecoHarities. He isn*t famiHar witii tiie 
paper's problems and, therefore, can't begin immediately 
to solve them. And, most unportantly. he doeai't know 
tiie ^iff and it doen't know him. There can be no genuine 
cooperatioB— necesnry to puMm a dmiy newspaper— at 
first. 

Still, in^viduals from the outside have been named as 
editors <^ ooflefe dailies beCDve and gone on to succeed, 
i.e.. George Waas, who edited the Flambeau dwing the 
1968-69 academic year. Waas, however, never faced 
aguSamt resentment by his staff as Fraser is facing in 
Gainesville now. 

In die case of the Alligatw, tiie iHitadrMit^gri far 
ontw^hed the advantages. 

On paper. Miss Sanger's jonnudinn background is as 
impressive as Fraser's. Overriding consideration should 
have been given to her Alligator experience, but it wasn't. 

If the board sdected Fraser for new bkMNi.it n^^t fet 
its wish and then some. It might be faced nitt w* plf % ^ g 
most of the Alligator's 40-man staff. 

The board was to meet last ni^t and try again to 
appoint a managing editor and to reconsider its 
appointment of Fraser. We hope they realized they had 
made a mistake aid then corrected it. If not, the road 
ahead for the Alliyitor and for Ed^ Robert Fiaser wffl 
be kmg and rocky. 

« * * « « 

The crisis at UF raises once again the question of how 
mudi, if any , voice die staff of a paper should have in tihe 
selection of its editor. At UF and FSU, members of the 
staff have no real say-so. They may express their 
sentiments to the Board e€ Student Pririications, but diis 
is all. 

At other universities, the staff elects the editor. At still 
othets, the staff recommends one of the candidates to the 
board wlwrh then makes the final decision. 

Some avenue for the meanmgful expiession of staff 
sentiment should be developed by the boards at bdfe UF 
and FSU. It probably woukl have elimniated the present 
crisis at the AUyitor and nrffht pwent one at the 
Flambeau. 
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Child Molested in Bellamy 



To the Editor: 

I wish to report an 
unfortunate incident that 
occurred on campus this 
weekend and to n«ke two 
suggestiont for the benefit of the 
parents of nnall chiklren in the 
unmsity community. 

At about 5:15 p.m on March 
8 a white male ot about 20 years 
dressed in a red short sleeved 
shirt, light cokned pantt and 
dark rftoes molested my 
eight-year-old daughter in front 
of the display case on the 
ground floor of the Bdlamy 
Building.

Last faO, the five per cent discount on aO new 

and used books was put into effect. From Sept. 1 to 
Feb. 28, they have refunded about $30,000. 

There b some sort of sale going on all the time. 
Usually there are four record sales per year. Orders 
are placed about two months prior to the sale in 
order for the store to recene a wide selection. The 
book and print sale u a ooatinous event and each 
week new items are added to them. 

The bookstore receives only a 20 per ccirt 
discount from the publishers and five of this is given 
to the students. Don Stridcfauid, director of the 
business services stated that a large pari of the profit 
is used to maintain the store and some funds will be 
put on reserve for future needs. The remainder will 
go towards scholarships and loans. Since the 
scholarship and loan fund was set up last fall, the 
amount that each area wHl leoetwe wiU mrt be 
known until June.

Coming soon are 3-D 
cards-full-color, 
three-dimension photos of 75 
major league stars-in the latest 
development of a century old 
business that began with 
mmiature pictures of civil war 
heroes, famous Indian fighters 
and glowing Indian chiefs. 

A 3-D card, in a series 
developed by Visual 
Panographics of New York will 
be packed m boxes of one of the 
bivaktet foods in tlw Kellogg 
line. 

If this entry into the ficM of 
collecting and trading disturbs 
the leader, Topps Chewing Gum 
Company of New Yorit. it 
doesn't show on the surface. 

"We issue more than 250 
mittoa cards a year," says Sy 
Boger, qxMTt director for Topps. 
"Tbe fuO soies inchides aB 
m^ kaguera. aboirt 600 in 
aH."

They are paid one way or 
MBtber, for the use of their 
photos, names, autog^qriu and 
statistical material on the back 
of each card. 

Boger now is makng the 
rounds of the 24 spring training 
camps, lining up photos of 
rookies and old pl^rers in new 
uniforms. 

"We talce them with caps and 
then without," says Berger. 
"When a player is traded, we 
immediately issue the picture 
without the cap. The sharp 
youngsters know they've got a 
late one when there's no cap." 

The 7-12 s«e group is hottest 
for the cards, which measures 
2i4 by 3i4 inches in the Topps 
line and 2% by 3 5/8 in 3-D. 

Youngsters not only collect 
them-and swap with others to 
incieaae their roster-btrt use 
them irt games of chance or AM 
by flipping heads or tafls and 
tossing them against a wall in a 
variety of games piaranteed to 
make cards <tenge hands 
quiddy. 

As an established operator, 
Topps has a financial 
arrangement agreeable to both 
the clubs and the players.

Topps also honors an 
All-Rookie major league team 
each year, honors player of the 
month and pbya of the year on 
the ndnor league level, and has 
aB-stw teams both fo( OoDegat 
and high schools. 

The new 3-D cards are 
authorized by separate licensing 
compames representing the chibs 
and the jdayers. At the end of 
the year, a simulated sum will be 
turned over to the Migor League 
Baseball Players Association for 
equal distribution among the 
player-members. 

The importance of the trading 
card mdustry was recognized by 
Marvin MiBw when he became 
director of the players group in 
1965. MUler felt the players, 
often signed as raw rookies, 
weren't getting their just due in 
royalties. 

The trading card agreement 
was adjusted upward-and 
qoiddy. 

"I'm not sure what our 
arrangement is," says ^

Scared of Ruskies

NEW YORK (UPI) What Goes 
Into The Making Of An 
All-America Basketball flayer? 

The ability to put the ball in 
the basket ip prolific fashion 
appears to be the thing tfae 
sportswiiters and sportscasters 
who choose the annual team 
look for first; if you can score 
you'll make headliiies and if you 
make headHnes youll get votes. 

The 22nd annual United Press 
International Ali-America 
CoU^ Badcetbafl Team wiO be 
released Tuesday and the five 
men who will be selected to the 
first team afanoft certainly wffl 
be among the top 10 scorers in 
the nation. 

That is the way the trend has 
gone in recent years. Those who 
rack up points consistently are 
regarded at the best players in 

the land. 

Take last year for example. 
The 1968-69 AU-America Team 
consisted of UCLAs Lew 
Alcind<». LSU's Pete Maravich, 
Detroit's Spencer Haywood. 
Purdue's Rick Mount and 
Niagara's Calvin Murphy. Only 
Akindor failed to fmidi among 
the nation's top five scorers. In 
fact, Maravich, Mount, Murphy 
and Ibywood ranlwd one 
through four in scoring. It will 
be no different this year. 
Maravich, who leads the nation 
with a scoring average of 46.5 
points per game, is guaranteed of 



becoming a first team 
AO-America selection for the 
third straight year. Only four 
players-Tom Golai (1953-55), 
Oscar Robertson (1958-60), 
Jerry Lucas (1960-62) and 
Akindor (1967-69)-have been 
nuned to the All-America first 
team, three straight years. 
Selection first b^an in 1949. 

Murphy and Mount, the two 
other holdovers from last year s 
team, are once again among the 
top five scorers and stand a ^od 
chance of repeating as 
All-American; however, Austin 
Carr of Notre I>ame figures to 
give both men a run for first 
team honors. 

Carr is the nation's 
aecond^eading scorer at present 
and is likely to make it. 
Ironically, Murphy, who has 
made the first team the past two 
years, may not again even 
though he is a much better 
all-around player this season 
than he was the past two 
seasons. His scoring average is 
lower, and this is l&dy to 
influence the voters. 

Charlie Scott of North 
Carohna is another who might 
suffer becuase his scoring 
average is not up with the 
leaders. Yet. Scott is considered 
by many pro scouts to be the 
most complete player in the 
collegiate ranks The 6-foot-5 
Scott recently was one of six 
players selected to the 
All-America squad as ciMMen by 
the NBA scouts.

WASHINGTON (OPI)-The United States Monday signed an 
apeement with llodoo nmed at halting narcotics smuggling across the 
bopdor Hd providi^ Mexioo wih SI odUm far tbfhan aod other 

drug-detecting equipment. 

Ratifkatioa of the agreement, drafted during talks in Mexico City 
Oct. 30, was anomiced by Deputy Attorney General Richard G. 
Klnuieaat, who praised the Mexicans for ''prodigious efforU to 
omrint trafikkqg in hm>in and marquana." 

It is estimated that 80 percent of the marijuana used in the United 
States is grown in remote mmuitain regions of Mexico. 

The pact oflt for in c reas ed border inspection, more vigorous law 
enforcement in both countries, more cooperation between Mexican and 
U^. enforcement officials and a campaign to locate and destroy 
marfnaaa cnips in Ifexioo. The a gieeiea t also calls for intensiflcatiun 
by both governments of measures to close down clandestine 
bboratories producing narcotics and to locate stockpiles. This would 
incfaide more efforts to infiltrate groups engaged in drug traffic.

-Exchange of information with respect to movements of persons 
wspected of belonging to the Cosa Nostra. 

-Tougher inflection of ships, airplanes and lugg^ f>f passengers from

-Traming semuiars in both countries for personnel charged with 
pievnting narcotics traffic.

University Housing Fees Raised 



A $19 per student per quarter increase in rental fees for univeraty 
residence halls excluding Rogers Hall and Mabry Heighte, was 
amoanced Tuesday by Robert Kimmd, acting vice president for 
stutelt affairs. 

Increases in renUl fees for other university housing also were 
annouiiced. AB increases are effective Sept. I . 

The rates for Alumni Village will be increased $5 per apartmoit per 
month, the university trailer parii,$l per lot per month. 

Kimmd, ki a memorandum to dorm presidents, outlined the 
increases, attributing them to a rise in tbe cost of living whidi has 
created a deficit in university housing. 

"Uniwrsity housing is a self-supporting auxiliary operating solely 
from rental fees," Kimmel said. "A thorough study of operating costs 
and expradttures for this fiscal year dwwed an increase is necessary." 



The last rental fee increase was in the fall of I%7. 1 
the cost of living index has risen 14 percent, Kimmel slid. 

He said the projected nicreaaes make no p iotis i OB fiv M i pi ii i i n B of 

facilities and provides for a reserve fund of only $SOJOOO tD Mat 
emergencies that might arise during the year. 

All categories in the various uinversity housing faciiities wfl be 
effected. Present dorm costs range from $126 per person per quarter 
for standard doid>k roona to $170 pa quarter for certain suiies ia 
air-oooditioiud hdls.

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Union Constitution 

Student Senate tonight resumes debate em the proposed 
Uahonity Unkm constitotion, but it appears that most of 
Hkb ical work on the measure has been compteted. The 
CMMtitution has spotlighted a debate over tfie 
wspusiMlti w of Urn IWm and dinaliiiKliMi wA 
operations. 

First proposed four years ago, the Union oonrtitalioB 
was fmaily wntten last fai and wwintoodiioed in Student 

Senate early this quarter. It esllMUies organirational and 
pvooedural guidelines for the opRatkm of the Union. 
- After aefcral dianges in the 1^ were made in 
committee, it was brought to the Senate floor last 
Thiorsday ni^t, and several msyor amendments were 
tdtaed by Senatw Ride Jtrfmam. Among Johnsm's 
amendments were provi»ons for appeaSag dedsions of the 
union director to the Union Board rather than to the 
executive vice president of the university, and appealing 
IMott Board dBdnon to Stndeat Senate. Also mduded in 
Johnson's proposed changes are provisions which would 
deny any per capita fee allocation to the Union, and would 
iet» the i«aentbnd8HB« proeedoe, and the removal of 
1% i mm inll lfriiiMfnt from the Union Program Council 
in favOT of oentraiued programming by Student 
Government. 

The basic purpose of these changes, according to 
Aolmson, is to prevent future abuses in the Union iioard 
and ineffidency in Ae opeiatiens oi dw Union by 
extending the Union's ieaponaii>iity to StndenI 

Government. 

The Flambeau is basically in favor of the proposed 
amendments. We feel that we must agree with the very 
large Senate majority whidi approved aO five unendments 
offered by Sen. Johnson. 

Cor reasons tor tluB rtand are diveise. First of aO. the 
changes reflect a general philosophy of extending student 
control over student affaurs. Since the aliirin of the Union 
affect students more than any other group, and since the 
Union is totally supported by student fees, students should 
have increased responsibility in the operations of the 
Union. 

The value of appeal to Student Senate is evident when 
one looks at some of the dedsions nude by the Union 
Board. 

When a Senate meeting last quarter lasted past the 1 1 
p.m. closing time of the Union, Student Cody Vice 
PKsident Wayne Rubinas had key card privileges levoked 
for tlK fenudnder of his term of office and was 
access to his own office. Such action clearly shows 
need for appeals beyond the present channels, and

Retention of the present budgeting for the Union i&also 
pieferaMe to die aHemative requested by die Union Board 

earlier this quarter. They requested S7.50 per student be 
given directly to the Union each quarter without any 
review by stodent government. Sudi a system wonU 
remove all control of Union activities from student 
government, and thus students would lose much of their 
0ontrol over die quality of Union activities. 

Finally, the removal of name entertainment programs 
from the Program Council might also prove to be 
beneficial. Name entertainment was delegated to the 
Unim under the administration of Student Body President 
Gene Steams in the belief that a group whose only 
responsibiUty was programming could best handle the job. 
Thai bOkf has not been sobstantii^ sopported in the 
past three years. Students have consistently complained 
that i^ogramming was inferior to the programming at 
odier major u n iv ersitie s . Prices for programs have been 
high, programs have not generated profits over a I2-mondi 
period, and the entertainment has not been up to par. 

We feel that Student Government is in a better imsition 
to handfe programmkig itself. It has more direct 
communications with the administration, controls 
budgeting, and is more representative of the student body. 

Student Government ancccssfnliy planned and executed 
Pow Wow last fall, and has contracted for a program on 
April 5 which wiU bring Iron Butterfly, the iilues image 
and Crow to canqms witiioat a iiiiuinium gumrtee or any 
expense to itself. The program will be fairly inexpensive to 
itudents. and will result in a profit to student government. 

We fed, then, diat die proposed dianges hi die Union 
MNistitution will benefit students, will unprove the Union 
md end mmy of die inequities and in^fidenqr presentty 
nheient hi the op e ra ti o n s of die Union.
